Once the snow 
falls and temperatures dip below 45 degrees, 
she said she’ll head to an indoor gym instead. 

But that was a distant thought for the pair 
on a day that shined as a bright example of the 
weather that has spoiled Chicagoans this au- 
tumn: sunny and hitting 57 degrees, a high for 
the month. 

Indeed, November 2016 will rank among 
the sunniest and warmest Novembers in re- 
cent years, according to local meteorologists. 

In the past week, every day has brought 
above-normal temperatures. ^5^th an average 
temperature of 47 degrees, this November 
clocks in as the fourth warmest in recent histo- 
ry behind the record of 50 degrees set in 1931. 

This is also the fourth warmest meteoro- 
logical fall— September through November

‘■^ITile guiLcrmis buiisliiiie aDoCati^i vi-c\-c 
is probably the greatest contributor to the 
warmer weather.” 

In November, the sun beamed unobstruct- 
ed by clouds for an average of 60 percent of 
daylight hours. Though the month was ini- 
tially on track to break the record for sunniest 
November, the open, blue skies gave way to 
clouds as it drew to a close, reducing the per- 
centage of sunny minutes per day, according 
to retired meteorologist Frank Wachowski. 

Wachowski, who now volunteers for the 
National Weather Service in Chicago, logs 
the daily minutes of sunlight from his home 
near Midway Airport. The weather service 
stopped measuring sunUght several years ago, 
Wachowski said, so it relies on him for mea- 
surements. 

“We started off November very sunny— we

C^Kirngn nLT>!!nih 
loggud li.4 iiLckei ui iiiovi; and the iiortlifwuSt 
suburbs saw over 20 inches. The area will get 
its first taste of winter Sunday with the sea- 
son’s first “sticking snow,” SkilHng said. Nor- 
mally the first snow flurries grace Chicago by 
Halloween, but they came three weeks late 
this year, he said. 

It’s unclear how long the tempered tem- 
peratures will last once meteorological winter 
begins Thursday. Wednesday was expected 
to close out November with a high near 
43 degrees and a chance of snow flurries or 
rain overnight. 

Amy Seeley, a meteorologist at the weather 
service in Chicago, said the average tempera- 
ture in December is 27.7 degrees. Projections 
show there is an equal chance the weather will 
be above, below or near normal this winter in 
northwestern IlHnois and northwest Indiana,

snowier winter and a colder one.” 

Skilling, however, predicted a warmer, less- 
snowy-than-average winter. Stressing that 
seasonal forecasts are subject to change, he 
said his data show a warmer-than-average 
winter is more Hkely to follow a warmer-than- 
average auttxmn and summer. 

“Don’t panic yet,” he said. “Just because 
you’ve had a hot summer doesn’t mean the 
other shoe drops in winter. In the majority of 
occasions ... the winter takes on the charac- 
teristics of the summer that preceded it.” 

But perhaps Tinley Park resident Dawn 
Neuman, who was out walking with her 
2-year-old niece, offered the best advice. 

“It’s Chicago,” so be prepared for the un- 
predictable, she said. “Nothing surprises me 
anymore.”

Most NBA prognosticators figured the Bulls 
at this point would be hovering near .500 and 
battling for the final Eastern Conference play- 
off spot. 

Obviously plenty of basketball remains, 
and injuries always can disrupt even the most 
positive vibes. But several statistical indica- 
tors point to the Bulls’ start— they were third 
in the East entering Wednesday— as being le- 
gitimate. 

As of Wednesday morning, the Bulls ranked 
fourth behind the Warriors, Clippers and Cav- 
aliers in average point differential at plus- 6.3. 
They were sixth in offensive rating, scoring 
110.7 points per 100 possessions, and eighth in 
defensive rating, allowing 104.1 points per 100 
possessions. 

All of this is despite the Bulls playing ii of 
their 17 games on the road, including Wednes- 
day’s matchup against the Lakers at the United 
Center. 

“I don’t like comparing players and teams,” 
Jimmy Butler said. “I just like doing what we 
do— focus in on us. It’s for the ‘right now’ 
What we’re doing right now is good enough to 


win games, and we can still get better.” 

Coach Ered Hoiberg refused to express any 
vindication over such a strong start flying in 
the face of middling expectations. But he ex- 
pressed pleasure with the team’s competitive 
mindset, which he said was evident from the 
first day of camp. 

“I love their approach to practice,” Hoiberg 
said. “We may have had our best shootaround 
of the year in Philadelphia on the last day of a 
six-game road trip. That generally doesn’t hap- 
pen. That last game, you’re just trying to find a 
way to get through it. But our guys were locked 
in, came out with the right approach. 

“That’s what it’s all about, setting the tone 
early in games. We’ve done that for the most 
part this season.” 

The BuUs have had multiple games in which 
they’ve built double-digit, fourth-quarter leads. 
Then there is the nuance behind the numbers, 
the intangibles. 

This team’s chemistry has been palpable all 
season. Butler has brought a football almost 
everywhere for players and coaches to throw 
around after practice. Dwyane Wade orga- 
nized a private movie screening in Salt Lake 


City Butler organized a trip to Denver’s Es- 
cape Room, a physical and mental adventure 
game room based on teamwork. 

“These guys genuinely like each other,” 
Hoiberg said. ‘And that certainly helps when 
you’re on the floor and care for your team- 
mates like they do.” 

Indeed, team dinners are more common 
than not on the road. 

“We’re enjoying playing together,” Wade 
said. “We’re having fun. On the court, you have 
training camp and practice to understand what 
Coach is trying to do. But I feel like off the 
court helps that trust on the floor, and we’ve 
done that. We have a great locker room.” 

This has manifested itself most in the Bulls’ 
response to their rough patches. They didn’t let 
a three-game losing streak affect them. They 
responded to emotional losses to the Clippers 
and Nuggets with bounce-back victories. 

“I love the way we’re competing, and there’s 
still room to grow, as most teams have with this 
many new faces,” Hoiberg said. “But the way 
they’ve bought in and the togetherness— they 
don’t care who gets the credit. 

“When you have that type of chemistry that

Chicago rapper Brian Fresco 
is hungry for more after 
excellent tape ‘Casanova’

T ucked east of downtown’s 
tourist-heavy and bustling 
Magnificent Mile is Seneca 
Playlot Park. Sandwiched 
between the Ritz Carlton and 
the Museum of Contemporary Art, the park is 
easy to miss, but to rapper Brian Fresco, who 
chose the spot for his interview with RedEye, 
this tiny park is crucial to the formation of 
Chicago music collective Savemoney 


“There were a lot of memories that happened here 
that pioneered the bond between most of Savemoney” 
Fresco tells RedEye. “Between this, Oak Street Beach 
and Chicago Avenue in front of the McDonald’s, this is 
the park where we would come to sit and talk crazy to 
each other, rap, beatbox, freestyle, smoke and drink. It 
was a secluded place for us in high school.” 

For Fresco, the 23-year-old Savemoney founding 
member, that safe space was formative to the man and 
artist he is today Fresh off the release of his excellent 
2016 mixtape “Casanova,” a project that goes toe-to-toe 
with Chicago’s best hip-hop releases of the year. Fres- 
co’s ready for whatever is next. In an artistic community 
that includes the happy gospel of Chance the Rapper, 
the unrelentingly justice-minded Vic Mensa, the spit- 
fire rapping of Joey Purp or the party-starting dance 
fusion of Towkio, Fresco’s music is harder to pin down, 
but “Casanova” proves he is finding his lane. 

Born Brian Allen, the BronzeviUe-based Fresco 
split his childhood living at the neighborhood’s now- 
demolished Ida B. Wells and the Near South Side’s 
Harold Ickes projects. He remembers, “Being a kid in 
the projects and having to go through the things that 
you go through, whether it’s having to protect yourself 
or just something as simple as obtaining some money 
to buy ice cream, I got to see things that kids normally 
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wouldn’t see.” 

He discovered music when he was in fourth 
grade at Beasley Academic Center, where he 
and his classmate (who would later become 
Savemoney rapper Kami) obsessed over Emi- 
nem’s 2002 album “The Eminem Show” “That 
album is the reason I started rapping,” Eresco 
claims. “Back then, I would listen to a lot of 
my old school R&B things because of my par- 
ents. When they’d have their friends over, Ed 
be peeking out of my room when I’m not sup- 
posed to be just to hear the music.” 

It was through Kami that he was introduced 
to what would become Savemoney “Meeting 
guys like Joey, Kami, Vic and Chance, they 
showed me that it was bigger, that Chicago it- 
self is bigger than just my small neighborhood. 
It’s prettier girls, it’s more fun parties, it’s safer 
parties,” Eresco said of his high school friends. 

They would meet downtown because pretty 
much everyone went to different high schools: 
Chance the Rapper at Jones College Prep, 
Towkio at Lane Tech and Eresco at Simeon. 
As they’d hang out more, they’d begin to hone 
their musical abilities and follow their artistic 
curiosities. Eresco says, “The safer environ- 
ments like the one I’m sitting in right now was 
a place that kind of plucked me out of my box. 
I was kind of stuck in between project to proj- 
ect, and I broke out of it by being downtown 
and being a part of Savemoney” 

“Meeting like-minded individuals where 
everybody was kind of creative and had their 
own type of vision and a different outlook 
on Chicago itself was surreal for me,” Eresco 
adds. “When people started taking notice of 
our music, it’s what made us start taking it 
seriously At first, during freshman or sopho- 
more [year], we’d just freestyle and beatbox, 
something fun to do after school to pass time.” 

His other passion in high school was sports, 
playing football and even getting an offer from 
Wisconsin to play college ball, but he knew 
music was his true calling: “Erom crowdsurf- 
ing at a Kids These Days show and then com- 
ing to school and having to go to practice, it 
didn’t add up. Music was more fim,” he says. 
With Vic Mensa reaching initial success with 
Kids These Days and Chance the Rapper rais- 
ing hype with 2012’s “10 Day” tape, more and 
more eyes were on Savemoney 

After high school, Eresco briefly attended 
college at Middle Tennessee State University 
but knew he had to go back to Chicago to 
pursue music. He explains, “I had a talk with 
Kami and then later Vic. They told me, ‘If 
we’re serious and you’re serious about music, 
you gotta be back in Chicago.’ ” So Eresco told 
his mom he was coming back after a year of 
school and went back to Chicago to work on 
what would become his debut mixtape, 2013’s 
“Mafioso.” That tape’s namesake, as Eresco 
explains, “is a gangster with mind elevation,” 
adding with a chuckle, ‘At that point in my 
life, I was watching way too many ‘Goodfel- 
las’ and ‘Scarface’ movies.” With tracks like 


the wordplay-heavy “Peace of Mind” and 
Savemoney classic “Steamer,” a posse cut 
that boasted Towkio, Kami, Vic Mensa and 
Chance the Rapper showed immense promise 
and still holds up. 

Eollowing “Mafioso,” which was received 
favorably in the shadow of Chance the Rap- 
per’s 2013 tape ‘Acid Rap,” Eresco’s life hit a se- 
ries of curveballs. “Those two years {after ‘Ma- 
fioso’} were like a patch of me growing up. I 
had a kid, I was dealing with moving out of my 
parents’ house and almost falling back into the 
street life too heavy I just had to get my focus 
on straight,” Eresco says. When things were 
looking bleak, he received a call to collaborate 
from prominent local rapper Tree, which be- 
came 2014’s EP “Soulmoney” “I thank Tree to 
this day He re-sparked that creative energy in 
me,” Eresco says. 


Though the demands of providing for his 
family were still there, he made a decision to 
continue to focus just on music, writing songs 
that would end up on his foUow-up tape “Ca- 
sanova.” “Dandelion,” which on the mixtape 
is a near-eight minute epic of lush live pianos 
(courtesy of executive producer Trevor Welch) 
and emotional openness, was actually the first 
song he wrote. “I was just overwhelmed with 
my life, and I just let it all come through in the 
song,” he explains of the lines that are about 
running from his problems, being tired of 
hustling and having to write artist emails in 
the third person to make it seem like he had 
a manager. With all that in his mind, Eresco 
went for it: “I asked myself, how about I just 
let all of my creative juices go and make a song 
that’s eight minutes? What’s stopping me?” 
The result is one of the year’s most ambitious

and successful Chicago songs. 

While “Dandelion” is the project’s cen- 
terpiece, the rest of “Casanova” is just as re- 
warding. If you’re unfamiliar with Eresco, 
“Higher,” his incredibly danceable lead single 
with Chance the Rapper, is one you may have 
heard. A low-key contender for Chicago’s 
song of the summer, the track features pulsat- 
ing synths, an earworm hook and production 
from Canadian electronic duo Blue Hawaii. It 
currently sits at over 600,000 plays on Sound- 
cloud. Other jams include rave-up “Bussin,” 
the syrupy “Call” and the gospel-infused 
“Golden.” 

If every Savemoney artist has a type, Eres- 
co’s the utility player: He can do everything. 
“I just wanted to capture the versatility and 
diverse taste. When I was a kid. I’d be in the 
projects with my Walkman where I’d have 
both 50 Cent and Nirvana CDs— I like every- 
thing,” Eresco says. 

In a year when multiple Savemoney mem- 
bers are carving their niches in mainstream 
music, with Chance the Rapper continuing 
his dominance as the most successful inde- 
pendent rapper, Vic Mensa finding his calling 
as an avatar for social justice and Joey Purp 
proving why he’s one of the hottest new rap- 
pers in the world, Eresco doesn’t feel the need 
to catch up. “It’s not a race. Everyone is talent- 
ed in their own way I have my own lane and 
wave. We’re all friends.” 

Plus, Eresco’s not stopping with “Casano- 
va.” Already at work with new stuff, he’s feel- 
ing better than ever. “I feel like I might give 
people a few projects in 2017. The creative 
zone I’m in is really crazy” he says. 

If “Casanova” is just a taste of what’s to 
come, nothing’s stopping Eresco.

IN GOOD GRACE 


If you watched ‘For Grace’ 
on Netflix, this news will 
give you all the feels

You might remember hearing about a docu- 
mentary called “For Grace” that debuted on 
Netflix earlier this year. It chronicles Chicago 
chef Curtis Duffy’s journey to open Grace, 
his Michelin three-star restaurant located in 
the West Loop. If you haven’t seen it, I’ll give 
you a pass to return to this article later, and I’d 
encourage you to give the award-winning doc 
by Chicago filmmakers Kevin Pang and Mark 
Helenowski a spin. (Full disclosure: Pang is a 
former Chicago Tribune employee.) 

Now that we’re all on the same page, here’s 
something that should make you smile. Last 
week, Duffy was inducted into the Escoffier 
School of Culinary Arts’ hall of fame. Disci- 
ples d’Escoffier. And while the honor sounds 
very high-brow and supremely cheffy you 
should know this: The renowned culinary 
school, which has a focus on farm-to-table 
fare, also announced a partnership with Duffy 
to inspire budding chefs through presenta- 
tions given in home economics classes in Chi- 
cago high schools. Additionally, they revealed 
a $25,000 scholarship program in the chef’s 
name. 

But Duffy wasn’t the only inductee that 
night. Along with Robert and Sonat Birneck- 
er, the founders and owners of Koval Distill- 
ery Duffy’s former teacher Ruth Snider was 
also inducted into the culinary hall of fame 
for her outstanding work as an educator. This 



brings us back to the movie. 

Duffy got his first taste of cooking in a 
mandatory sixth grade home economics class 
under Snider’s thoughtful instruction. At the 
time, he was rebellious and angsty dealing 
with problems at home behind the scenes. 
But Snider saw potential. Duffy took the class 
again in seventh grade and for a third time in 
eighth grade, when it was no longer required. 
The two remained close, and when Duffy’s 
parents died in a tragic murder-suicide, Snid- 
er offered a support system. Since then, the 
two have remained lifelong friends. 

Last week, as Duffy and Snider stood at the 
back of his famed restaurant receiving their 
awards and being inducted into the culinary 
hall of fame, it was a humble reminder that 
it’s not always about the names on a chef’s 
resume, something we tend to weigh quite 
heavily in the food world. And though Snider 
will never take an ounce of credit for Duffy’s 
success (really, she was a little uncertain about 
being inducted that night), we should never 
discount the power of early education and 
the willingness of teachers to go above and 
beyond for their students.

In the season premiere of ‘American Horror 
Story: Hotel” Elizabeth’s (Lady Gaga) bisexu- 
ality is revealed when she and Donovan (Matt 
Bomer) seduce a heterosexual couple. The 
steamy foursome quickly turns dark and gory; 
after the encounter, Elizabeth and Donovan 
slit the throats of their sexual partners, drink- 
ing their blood. 

Sleeping with both men and women to gain 
power, Elizabeth is depicted as the villain of 
the Hotel Cortez. She was duplicitous, selfish 
and evil. She also was bisexual. This is not a 
coincidence. 

On television, the trope of the evil bisexual 
isn’t new Last year, GLAAD’s annual report on 
the state of minorities revealed that bisexuals 
are often one-dimensional characters, typecast 
as villains. The report said bisexual characters 
are “depicted as untrustworthy prone to infi- 
delity and/or lacking a sense of morality” The 
2016 edition of GLAAD’s report said this was 
“one trope specifically that GLAAD contin- 
ued to see over and over again.” 


Many bisexual TV characters lack a moral 
compass. They exploit their own sexuality as 
a means to get ahead. They’re also unabash- 
edly shameless in their actions, never having 
an ounce of remorse. It is as if, for these char- 
acters, sexual fluidity equals moral fluidity In 
this regard, sexuality is not seen as an identity, 
but rather as a personality trait. 

This was true for other bisexual characters, 
including Eelicity from Shonda Rhimes’ new- 
est drama, “The Catch.” Eelicity, a bisexual 
woman of color, was secretive and untruthful 
about sleeping with her female partner, Mar- 
got, and with Margot’s brother. When Margot 
discovered the truth, she confronted Eelicity, 
but Eelicity wasn’t shaken, apparently unable 
to see any reason Margot might be upset. 

And of course, this was also true for Erank 
Underwood from “House of Cards.” Inter- 
estingly Erank’s bisexuality doesn’t further 
the plot; it is not a defining aspect of Erank’s 
identity The showrunner. Beau Willimon, re- 
jected labeling Erank as bisexual, instead say- 
ing, “He’s a man with a large appetite, he’s a 


man who does not allow himself to be placed 
in any sort of milieu or with one definition.” 
Erank’s bisexuality therefore, is just one part 
of his overall lack of a moral code. He’s a man 
who has no problem murdering, bribing, be- 
traying— and sleeping with anyone— to ob- 
tain power. It was as if his voracious thirst for 
power somehow related to his sexual fluidity 

There’s a dearth of bisexual representation 
in mainstream media. As of 2016, only 30 per- 
cent (83 of the 278) of recurring LGBT charac- 
ters on scripted broadcast, cable and stream- 
ing programming are bisexual. Even though 
this is up 2 percentage points from last year, 
this proportion still underrepresents the 
bisexual community Data from a 2013 Pew 
Research Center report reveal that bisexuals 
compose the majority of the LGBT commu- 
nity, at 40 percent. 

When there are relatively few depictions 
of bisexuals, the representation and integrity 
of each bisexual character holds more weight. 
There are real consequences to depicting 
bisexuality as moral fluidity It perpetuates 


negative stereotypes about bisexuals. 

Despite the inaccurate and immoral depic- 
tions of bisexuals this past year, there was one 
show that depicted bisexuality realistically 
and positively Darryl Whitefeather (Pete 
Gardner), from GW’s musical comedy “Crazy 
Ex-Girlfriend,” came out in an informative 
song, “Getting Bi.” 

In the song, Gardner’s character pushed 
back against the notion that bisexuals are 
actually closeted gay individuals, who are con- 
fused, indecisive and promiscuous. He sang: 
“Being bi does not imply you’re a player or a 
slut.” Not only was his bisexuality critical to 
his identity and growth as a character, it also 
had nothing to do with his morality He was 
like any other good man, who also happened 
to be bisexual. 

More show creators need to follow this ex- 
ample. Portray bisexuals as normal people— 
people you see in the grocery store— not just 
power-hungry unethical, cheating liars. Sexu- 
al fluidity and moral fluidity are two entirely 
different things.
